WHAT IT IS, AND 
HOW IT WORKS 


The International System 
of Units (‘SI') is the most 
modern system of weights 
and measures devised. Ba- 
sically, it is the metric 
system, brought up-to-cate 
to meet the needs of a 
highly technological society. 


The most striking feature 
of the system is that it is 
; decimal-based. Units in each 
part of the system are re- 
lated by multiplying or di- 
viding by ten. 


Thus the millimétre is one- 
thousandth of a metre; the 


centimetre is one-hundredth 
of a metre; and the kilo- 
‘metre is one thousand 
metres, 


, 

Conversion from one unit 
to another is simply a mat- 
ter of moving the decimal 
point. For example, 12.34 
metres becomes 0.01234 kilo- 
metres,.or 1234 centimetres. 


A single unit can repre- 
sent . quantities of widely 
different sizes, and the ad- 
dition of these qualities be- 


sum. 


Simplicity in naming units 
through the metric system is 
achieved by using the same 
prefixes for all units simi- 
larly related. Thus the 
kilometre (prefix “‘kilo”’. 
meaning one thousand) is 
one thousand metres: the 
kilowatt is one _ thousand 
watts: and the kilogramme 
is one thousand grammes. 


So. when you have learned
